Ten years of adult education, by Morse A. Cartwright, Director of the American Associa- 
tion for Adult Education (Macmillan, 1935. $2.) is a book that will be of distinct interest to 
librarians because of its rich factual content, its long range vision, its delightful style, its sane 
interpretation of trends which are affecting the library constantly, and because it gives a 
composite and unified view of a movement which, to those who have been in the midst of it, 
may often times have seemed confusing because of its many and varied components. Reading 
it, one will have a clearer vision of the part the library plays and the greater part it can play 
in the whole movement. In one of several equally interesting passages on the library, Mr. 
Cartwright says, “It is not too much to say that the library, with informality as its keynote, 
is the most potent single force for adult education in America today.” 


It is of interest that the adult education movement in libraries began just ten years ago, at 
the time of the beginning of the movement as a whole. The June A. L. A. Bulletin will carry 
a brief résumé by the Board on the Library and Adult Education of the adult education work 
in libraries over this ten-year period.
